March lf*—John Swaf­ 
ford, of Granbury, sheriff of Hood 
county and one of the best known of- 
fleers in Texas, shot and instantly 
killed Miss Genieva Sneed, of Dallas, I 
shortly afternoon today and two ruin- 
utes later senta bulletcrashingthrough 
his head that ended his life.
